WASinN^^^^ — Thc^derol govern- 
ment’s fish experts proposed emergency 
actions Monday to help save threatened 
Northwest .salmon at a potential cost to hy- 
droelectric ratepayers itUhe region. 

Because of historically low salmon runs, 
the National Marine Fisheries Service 
asked a group of state and federal agencies 
to go along with the plan to divert some 
water now used for hydropower around the 
dams to speed fish migration. 

Under thp proposal, water would be 


■ spilled through dams on the Snake and 
Columbia rivers beginning this week 
through June 20, the Commerce Depart- 
mem's National Oceanic and Atmospiicric 
Administration said in a statement Monday.' 

News of the proposal was praised by an 
aide to Idaho Gov. Cecil Andnis. 

**Gov. Andrus is cheered by the news that 
the federal agencies have come to realize 
that the are better off In the river than 
in barges.” said Scon Peyron. 

”Our hope is this spill will be so sifcccss- 
ful that next year they’ll leave all ofihe ju- 
venile salmon the the river and n^l just 
1 


some of them,” he added. 

, The proposal could co.st S25 million to 
$30 million in lost power generation, said 
the administration, which oversees the fish- 
eries service. 

Gary Smith, acting director of the ser- 
vice’s regional ofTicc in Seattle, said in a 
statement Monday that salmon runs arc at 
historic lows. 

Snake River salmon runs that arc threat- 
ened under the Endangered Species Act arc 
being reviewed to determine if they should 
be reclassified os endangered, Smith said. 

Some Snake River runs already are listed 



as endangered: sockeyc, and the spring- 
summer and fall Chinook .salmon. ' 

NOAA said the plan is intended lo help 
prevent 80 percent of the fish from pa.ssing 
through the hydroelectric turbines. If th.it 
were to occur, the survival rates of juvenile 
.salmon migrating inriver to the ocean could 
double — from the current 5.2 percent to 
10.5 percent. 

Under the plan, water would be spilled 
from 6 p!m. to 6 a.m. NOAA .said it could 
begin as early as midnight Monday, al- 
though a spokeswoman for the Bonneville

BURLEY - Helicopter logging of 
thousands of tree:; should begin in 
contest this week in the Black Pine area 
-— but slate wildlife officials fear the 
project could be bad news for the area’s 
‘ trout, grouse and trophy mule deer. 

Some cutting has already begun in the 
area, 50 miles southeast of Burley, and 
Idaho Department of Fish and Came em- 
ployees soy the work is acceptable - so 
for. But they stilT chafe at some of the 
Sawtooth National Forest’s early .envi- 
ronmcntalplonning. 

The sale is intended to salvage lumber 


from thousands of Douglas firs killed by 
wood-boring boric beetles since 1989. ac- 
cording to Burley District Ranger Donald 
”Pcic" Peterson. To-minimizc environ- 
mental disturbance, hi^rcopters will -re- 
move 95 percent of the cut timber in.side 
the 1.061-acre harvest area. 

“People say they don’t wont us to do 
anything, that they don’t want this urea 
to change,” Peterson said on o recent lour 
ofthcorcii. 

"Well, it’s changing, ond we don’t 
have ony choice in the mailer.- For us to 
do nothing is a form of oction.” Peterson 
said. Only dead trees will be cut. he said. 

“What do we end up with if we do 
nothing?” asked John Neweom. limber 


staff officer for the Sawtooth National ' 
Forest. 'To me. doing nothing is not an 
acceptable solution."' 

Boise Cascade won the logging con-, 
tract for up to 12.8 million board feet 
with a minimum bid of S66 per 1,000 
board feet; one board foot of limber 
equals one square foot of wood, one inch 
thick. 

Forest health is the driving issue bc: 
hind the Block Pine sale,- Peterson said. 
By eliminating dead trees and generating 
more space and light, the remaining trees 
will be better off, he said.

BOISE - The Idaho Supreme Qourt is 
deciding whether to allow environmental 
groups to intervene in the Snake River 
Ba.sin Adjudication. 

Water Judge Daniel Hurlbutt earlier de- 
nied a request from the Idaho Conservation 
League,- Idaho. Rivers-United.- ld.nho - 
Wildlife Federation and the Northwest Re- 
source Information Center to intervene. in 
the ease. 

The groups .contended the public has an 
interest in the' water decisions, yet only 
agencies and water users arc allowed to 
take part. — • • 

Hurlbutt ruled against the groups’ cfTort 
to press a statewide “public trust” doctrine 
but allowed them to intervene for the limit- 
ed purpose of protecting local public inter- 
ests. 

Tlie conservation groups appealed to the

Don Olowinski, representing the stale,’ 
two Magic Valley trout farms andiihreu 
canal companies and water users, argued 
public interests already arc being protected 
in the adjudication process. He pointed to 
Idaho's fast-growing population. 

"Tliey arc not moving here because Ida- 
ho lacks cnvironmcntol protection,” he 
said.

He said the right party lo press a public 
trust argument would be someone who 
could show “concrete injury” to their water 
rights. 

The adjudication process “was staned by 
the Legislature and it did not consider the 
public trust doctrine as part of it." he said.

Clinton hints at health plan flexibility

NEW YORK — President Clinton sig- 
nalled ncxibilily on health reform Mondoy, 
welcoming the latest Democratic attempt to 
.modiryJus.plaa.buL.waniing.agaiosl letting, 
employers “off the hook oltogcthcr.” 

Clinton, in an interview with health re- 
porters, acknowledged that “wp'rc still hav- 
ing our ups and downs." but predicted a bill 
would pass this ycor with Republican sup- 

■ “I wouldn’t write off the possibility be- 
fore it's over even Senator Dole mi^t sup- 
port some sort of system to cover every- 


body," said Clinton, referring to the Repub- 
lican minority leader. Dob Dole of Kansas. 

He praised a new compromise plan of- 
fered by Sen. Edword M. Kennedy, D- 
Mass., that 'would allow small businesses 
with five or few er workcra to pay_a 2 p«- 
c'cht payroll lox"to escape *the requirement 
imposed on other businesses to pick up 80 
percent of their workers.’ premiums. 
Kennedy’s plan also would make Clinton's 
health purchasing alliariccs voluntary. 

. “1 think it's a good place to start.... ” said 
Clinton. “It still has coverage for every- 
body and even the smallest firms have to 
assume some resporisibility.” 

“if you let employers olT the hook alto- 


gether and they contribute nothing ... how 
many others will abandon the system?" he 
asked. The government also would hove to 
come up with more subsidies to help people 
buy coverage. 

The president said he wanted to leave. 
' “the widest possible leeway for’goo’dTaith 
debate. ... We'll just see what else happens, 
what comes out of the other committees 
where we go from here.” 

“There’s more than one way to skin this 
cat," he said. 

Avoiding the term “employer mandate,” 
Clinton pr^icted the final health bill would 
retain "some sort of shared responsibility 
requirement." • '

Fears for the area’s wildlife were 
more acute last year, when Nellis 
wrote to Peterson to complain about 
jhc Forest Service’s Dccclcroicd 
'timetable for the sole. The Block 
Pine salvage cannot be oppcaled. 

In his letter, Nellis chafed at the 
nine-day deadline for submitting en- 
vironmcntol cqnccms, which “for o 
project of this potential magnitude is 
inodequate.". 

“We’ve definitely hod our differ- 
ences,” Nellis said in an interview, 
“ond we’re still a little bit concerned 
. about the finol outcome."'

The dry, dead trees crack 
in hot, dry weather and arc soon 
worthless for mill use, he said.. 

“■ITic picture keeps changing," he 
said, “and you're aiming at a mov- 
ing target.” 

Though the sale calls for 12.8 mil- 
lion board feel. Peterson said he'd 
feel lucky if 8 million board feet 
wind up at the mill. Only one-third 
of the dead trees arc worthy of being 
milled, Neweom added. 

Bark beetles are about the size of 
a tick, but they attack large diameter 
trees stressed by drought conditions, 
i^ewcom said. Smaller, younger 
trces con often ropel bcctlcR by- 
drowning them in pitch. 

The economics of helicopter log- 
ging arc staggering, said Art Scrog- 
gins, a sale odministrator on 4oan 
from California's Sierra National 
Forest. Flight time Tor haul heli- 
copters is billed at $3,S00. per fiour. 
He said. 

Helicopters will carry the logs, on 
average, two miles lo landing sites 
for transferal onto log trucks. Be- 
cause the ground.won't be churned

The BPA, the biggest power 
wholesaler in the region, estimates it’ 
would cost about 525 million a . 
month in lost electrical generntioh, . 
spokeswoman Dulcy Mahar said. 

BPA previously projected it would 
end the fiscal year Sept. 30 with a 
5170 million in reserves. If the re- 
serves drop to below S14S million, 
BPA has the authority to impose an 
"intcrimTate adjusiinent ofup to-IO—- 
percent, she said. 

Mahar said the proposed spill 
would put the reserves near that trig- 
ger point. 

Briefings on the proposal were 
scheduled on Capitol Hill Tuesday 
for Northwest rhembers of the Hoiuc 
and Senate, congressional aides said. 

In addition to the BPA, the plan 
would affect the operations of the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, 
which had not yet checked off on the 
-proposal. 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Scr- . 
vice advocated the move, said Dan 
Diggs, associate manager for fish- 
eries' in the Columbia River basin.

' After the blowSy failures to break, 
into the Liri Valley during the wlnte^ 
of 1943-44, British Geiu Harold. 
Alexander, commanding the Allied 
ISth Army Group, planned a coordi- 
nated offensive by both the British 
8lh Army and the U.S. 5th Army to 
•^rcak the Gustav Line in May 1944. 

Alexander believed a 3-1 superiori- 
ty in infantry would be needed to 
breach the front, and the Allied divi- 
sions were thus concentrated on the 
'western half of the Italian peninsula 
between the German strongpoint at 
' Monte Cassino and the sea. 

Only this area of the front had 
enough open terrain to make full use 
of Allied superiority in tanks and 
. artillery. 

When' the offensive opened on 
May 11', the Allies could muster 
1,6^ artillery pieces against less than . 
450 German-guns. 

The British 8lh Army was on the 
right. Its XII! Corps pushed up^the 
Liri Valley against stubborn German 
resistance. The British 4th Infantry 
and the Indian 8th Infantry divisions' 

' made the break while the British 78lh 
. Infantry and the South African 6th 
Armoured divisions and the Canadian 
I Corps moved to exploit the hole.

flags and portraits of Josef Stulin, 
who led the Soviet Union to victory 
over Nazi Cicrmany. "Hitler s plans 
to destroy the U.S.S.R. have been fvl- 
niled" by Yeltsin and other politi- 
cians, one banner .said. 

Yeltsin, praising vcicraasjs people 
who “reject hysterics, panics and 
cheap demagogueryi" acknowledged 
the pa.st few years “have been most 
dif^ficuli for all of us.” 

Since the collapse of the Soviet 
Union, which saw itself as the ulti- 
mate bastion against fascism. Ru.uia 
has evolved into u textbook case for 
. the rise of the extreme right: a fallen, 
traumatized supctpowcr-ycaming ,fnr_ . 
lost greatness, n devastated economy, 
festering ethnic hatreds — similar to 
■■Wcimar.Gcrmaiiy before the war. 

A recent survey 'of far-right, 
extreme nationalist parties in Russia 

— many of them stridently anti- 
Semitic — listed more than 80 identi- 
fiable groups. They range from small 
bands of zealots to major parties with 
large blocs in parliament such as 
Vladimir ZhiririoVsky’s Liberal 
Democratic Party.

“Hurricane-force winds definitely blew 
across the valley,” said NWS observer Bill 
Galkin in Kimberly. 

• The agency issued a tornado warning Fri- 
day night after the Twin Foils County sher- 
iffs oftlcc received reports of tomodos near 
Costleford and Kimberly. Whoever called in 
the reports did not leave a name or phone 


. number, a sheriffs dispatcher said Monday. 

The reports were apparently groundless. 
Tornados arc rare in the Magic Valley, 
Galkin said. The most recent memorable 
twister was smalt - it touched down cast of 
Kimbcrlybri April 20, 1990. , 

Friday night, wind gusts of 80 knots per 
hour were recorded at the Twin Falls airport 
between 8 and 9-p.m., Galkin said. The 
threshold for hurricane strength is 64 knots, 
which equals 74 miles per hour. - 
At the height of Friday's storm, wind 
speeds topped 60 miles per hour for two to' 
three' minutes, Galkin said. Instead of.follow- 
ing the customory west-to-cost path, Friday’s 


winds blew from thc cost, he said. A torna- 
do’s winds blow in a circle. 

On Saturday,' Galkin made a field inspec- 
tion of areas around Kimberly and Hansen. 

“I did not see any evidence of circulor 
winds," Galkin soid. ‘The only thing I saw 
was very powerful straight-line winds.”

Neighbors oppose developer’s 2jid try

TWIN FALLS - Ketchum developer Tom 
Ziegler wants to build a 175-unit apartment 
complex in a market where he secs an obvi- 
ous need for rental housing. 

But he has run- headlong into Nile and 
Verna Casten, who ore gathering petition sig- 
natures against Ziegler’s project at the comer 
of North Locust Syret and Lawn Dale Drive, 
which goes before the Twin Falls Planning 
and Zoning Commission tonight. 

The Castens are formidable opponents. 
They collected more than 1,000 signatures to 
block construction of the Fnwnbrook "af- 
fordable housing” complex on the same site 
,in 1991. Fawnbrook eventually was built just, 
outside city limits on Fillmore Street. . 

“There’s too much congestion out here 
now," said Verna Casten. “They don't take 
care of anything, those-rcniers. They’re go- 
ing to be noisy and it's noisy enough with 
Blue Lakes (Boulevard) here." 

City Planning Director LaMar Orton isn’t 
surprised to see opposition this time. Despite 
the city’s well-known need for apartments, 
“every" recent attempt to build multifamily 
housing of any kind has been opposed by 
neighbors, he said. . 

"You're obviously in a growth city that

obviously needs apartments where people 
can live until they con afford to buy a 
house,” Ziegler said. A recent survey of real 
estate experts pegged the Twin Falls occu- 
pancy rote at 99 peroent.

There's a 
real need for housing for the people who 
work at Costco and stores like that,'” he said. 

Ziegler said Elm Park would, btf an “up- 
scale” opartment edmplex with two-story 
buildings. _ - 
‘Hc'sni'd'h'e hos received only-fovorable 
comments from people who-hnve seen his 
proposal, because it exceeds city require- 
ments. For instance, the city requires build- 
ings to be at least 20 feet from other proper- 
ty. Elm Park’s buildings would be 70 feet 


away, with grassy bcmis and trees os buffers. 

"We would like to work with any opposi- 
tion,” he said. “But I can understand if the 
Dci^bors want to take a closer look. 

Meanwhile, Nile Casten is canvasing 
northeast Twin Foils for si^alures. 

He and his wife moved into their home at 
1201 Evergreen Drive more than 30 years 
ago, back when that part of town was stiH'the 
country. Elm Park would be a block north of 
their house. 

• The apartment complex would have 175 
one- and two-bedroom apartments and town 
houses, with 394 parking spaces. • 

“It’s going to take our property values 
down,’’ Verna Casten said. “But then Blue 
Lakes (Boulevard) has already hurt our prop- 
erty values." 

Larry Utley, a private appraiser, said the 
effect of apartment complex on neorby home 
values isn’t easy to determine. He agreed that 
commercial development along nearby Blue 
Lakes Boulevard hurts the values of homes 
in the Costens’ neighborhood, 

Still, big apartment complexes could. fur- 
ther-hurt vnlues-of high-priced homes, he 
said.

West made the’ fortunate choice 
of a low club as his opening shoL 
Had he -led a spade, the defense 
would have had no chance. 

South studied the lead and made 
some calculations about probabili- 
ties. If he played dummy’s club 
queen, he would lose when East held 
the king or the ace. If he played low, 
he would lose only when East- held 
the jack. Since either the king or the 
ace offered two chances to k^, and 
the jack only one, South played low 
—and lost to East's jack. The defense 
then took six more black-suit win- 
ners, down three dti a hand South 
should have made. 

It's true that In a vacuum and 
with no additional clues, the odds 
are about 2-1 in favor of playing a 
low club at trick one. However, in 
today' s case , the info rmation av ail- 
able 'from tKc~brd'dIng supers^cs 
whatever one might glean from 
probability tables. Bast's weak two- 
bid and West's failure to raise virtu- 
ally confirmed both high spade hon- 
ors with EasL With an additional 
high honor in clubs to go with a good 
six-card -suit. East's hand would 
have been worth an opening one- 
spade bid. And finally, had West 
held a weaker club suit, he would 
have been. more likely to lead t^is 
partner's suit instead of his own.-

" including one on the day of the 
Indianapolis 500 — figures to be the 
busiest driver of the month. 

Andretti is in his first full season in 
the NASCAR Winston Cup series for 
Hagan Racing, and is-diiving for the 
new Jonathan Byrd-AJ. Foyt team as 
he tries for his seventh start at 
Indianapolis.
